!•  In  reply  to  your  request  for  inforiaation  concarnirlg  a reported 
sighting  of  an  unidentified  flying  object,  you  are  advised  that  at 
approximately  19:10  in  23  December  1950>  ny  vdfe,  ray  son  and  I were 
proceeding  from  ny  quarters  at  Sarneat  Harmon  Air  Force  Base,  Ster^en- 
ville,  Newfoundland,  to  the  Officers  Club.  It  was  a clear  cloudless 
night,  with  a full  moon  which  was  almost  directly  ovsrhead.  The  visibi- 
lity was  exceptional  and  estimated  at  30  miles  or  more*  Suddenly  a 
cloud  appeared  approximately  10  degrees  of  the  moon,  it  began  abruptly 
as  a thin  contrail  tupe  cloud  appearing  from  the  outer  atmosr^are.  As 
the  cloud  fora  descended  the  contrail  became  heavier,  then  changed  to 
grey  and  progressed  into  black.  The  cloud  extended  from  the  vicinity 
of  the  moon  and  disappeared  beyond  the  horizon  to  the  west.  It  had  no 
visible  movement,  but  apparently  appeared  a31  at  once.  I received 
reports  from  base  operations,  from  the  weather  bureau,  and  from  the 
control  tower  vdiare  other  persons  had  objerved  the  same  phenomenon. 


2,  The  crew  of  the  C-S2  aircraft  r«sturnlng  from  Sunnysidc  to 
Earnest  Harmon  observed  this  same  phenomenon,  with  the  addition  that 
they  saw  the  contrail  pass  overhead  and  disappear  to  the  westward  in 
a flash  of  white  light,  appar«itly  in  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  A 
reporting  of  this  si^^ting  was  mala  to  heedrpiarters,  HSAC.  No  evalu- 
ation of  this  sl^^ting  has  been  received.

2»  I called  Colonol  Hughes^  Hn  3S253i  Pentagon,  Tel  5206l,  National  Guard 
frireau.  I explained  to  Colonel  Hughes  the  purpose  of  the  call  and  he  gave  me  the 
following  information: 

I had  observed  the  incident  at  about  1900  hours  Chrlat-nas  ti^ve,  1?^1  at 
Harmon,  T >*ad  ?ersonally  reported  to  General  Witten  and  in  the  next  day'"o?"T*5o 
daj's  I procrv<ted  to  prepare  a complete  report  which  involved  getting  statements 
Crom  sone  20  people  who  had  observed  the  incident.  It  ;^as  his  impression  that 
the  report  had  been  for.Jarded  to  Hq  HE.iC  and  to  Hq  USiF,  description  of 

the  incident  is: 

It  was  a clear,  cloudless  night  with  a full  moon.  Visibility 
excellent  (greater  than  30  miles)  at  about  1900,  He  and  his  family  were  on  the 
way  to  the  club  when  one  of  his  your.gstnrs  called  his  attention  to  a white  clo’jd 
having  the  consistancy  of  a contrail  which  started  very  high  to  the  right  of 
tha  moon.  As  the  contrail  approached  the  earth  it  turned  black,  at  one  point 
in  the  contrail  there  iras  lateral  dlsnlacment,  ^ later  check  with  the  vreather 
station  Indicated  a wind  shift  lA*  18,000  foot.  The  contrail  appeared  to  have 
come  from  outside  the  atmosohere  do;n  to  the  earth^the  bearing  was  about  75® 
to  250^  timiG,  Two  o‘'fi25r3.  Colonel  Hoscnbaim  and  ? Mltchel  were  flying  a 
C-82  at  this  time,  enrc'ute  to  Hamon,  they  too  observed  the  contrail  and 
indicated  that  it  disappeared  into  a white  flash  into  the  Gulf,
